+A few days ago we remarked that the 
Confederation of British North Americon 
provinees meant -@ Federal Union of 
Canada with England, or a separation 
‘from the mother country, That it 
meant that British North Americans 
would be the political eqauls of English- 
men, of would create an independent 
notionality of their own. ‘The telegrams 
yesterday indicated that this question is 
about to be tried much sooner than we 
anticipated, A lerge mass-mecting has 
been held at Montreal, end the independ: 
ence of Canada boldly advocated, We 
have not bees put in possession of the 
resolations, or the names of the speakers 
-at the meeting; but, judging froth the 
current of opinion, both in and out of the 
Domivion Parliament, the meeting 
doubtless was led by some of the most 
advanced public men in Canada, During 
the session of the Domision Parliament 


in 1869, one of the members of Parlia- 
meut ssked the Mistry, what, was 
meant by reference to the tiationality of 
Canada? His inquiries drew forth no 
satisfactory response from Sir Jubn A. 
Mavdonald, whilst the way in which Mr. 
Huntingdon handled the question at- 
tracted u considerable degree of atten 
-tion throughout the eountry. Since then 
Sir A. F, Galt, possibly the mort emine: t 
financier in the Dominion, and secently 
Finance Minister in Sir J. A. Macdovald's 
cabinet, has boldly.provounced in favor 
of the- movement, .
